Affirmative Action Order

executive order issued by Govermor 
George Deukmejian last month 
directed all cabinet secretaries， 
directors and executive o 包 cers of 
state agencies, departments,，boards 
and commissions to “take necessary 
actions to _ ensure the adherence”to 
the state's a 人 rmative action policy. 

“The State of California has 3 
legal and moral responsibility to 
ensure all citizens equal opportunity 
forstate employment， the executive 
order proclaimed. 

.SERIOUS 

Robert Taylor，the governor's 
Press Spokesman，told 开 asWIest 
“The governor is very serious about 
an effective affirmative action 
policy. It is a personal commitment 
of his.” 

The governor stated in his order， 
dated Aug.24,1983，TItismypolicy 
and the policy of the State of 
California to eliminate 
discriminationr in employment 
because of race, Sex, color, religion， 
national origin，age，marital status 
and :physical or mental disability.” 

When informed ofthe governor s 
executive “ order， Henry Der， 
executive director of Chinese for 
Affirmative Action (CAA), took a 
WwWait-and-see attitude.“It is a step in 
the right direction，but Tm not 
jumping up and down about it,”the 
CAA director commented. 

“There is a whole civil fghts 
network of state boards and 
commissions,”JDer observed, “bnuit 
the executive order does not appear 
to improve or enhance them.” 

JUSTICE, FAIRNESS 
The _ California chief executive 
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asserted that “this policy is reqtiired 
not only by law,， but also by basic 
concepts of justice and fairness.?” 
The order notes that despite 
Substantial efforts and improvements 
in the hiring of minorities，women 
and the disabled, the state should 
Imake further progress in many 
departments and occupations for all 
of these people， 
Deukmejian expects 
administrative and Program 


improvements in the following areas: 


(a) JIncorporating affirmative 
action into the existing management 
Planning process; 

(b) Expanding focused 
Tecruitment activities. (Ihe latter 
area is the procedure in which the 
State Personnel Board, in its testing 
and recruiting for available jobs， 
Specifically tries to find minorities， 
women and the disabled.) 

(c) developing more 
comprehensive mobility programs;

“It didn't work very well in the 
past . . . We have a lot of reason to 
worry,”Nguyen said. 
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“Counties have been askingfora 
long time for more funds,，” Dan 
Baker, Refugee Programs Specialist 
for ORR，commented.“There's no 
doubt the government expects Some 
results from [the funds],”he said. 

”“Whether that is appropriate or 
not “ appropriate is anyone's 
judgment,” he added. ”Baker 
StresSed, -however，that the_funds 
were made available with the 
intention of helping refugees and 
shouldnt be thought of as 
government ploy. 

Advisory committees made up of 
community， business and local 
officials were formed in each county 
to assist in putting together Program 
Proposals.

Noh Buddies: 


SAN FRANCISCO Bay 
Area music lovers have the rare 
opportunity to_ witness the public 
birth of What could become one of 
this country” s most uniquely ethnic- 
music groups. Noh Buddies, a band 
offive young men, make music which 
their producer Eric Hayashi only 
half-jokingly describes as “Asian 
ethno-techno rock,”a _ combination 
of East and West，and traditional 
ethnic and modern music and 
rhythms. 

The members include Michael 
Sasaki (guitar); 
Yngojo (keyboard/flutes/kulin- 
tang); Bob Henry (percussionVbass); 
Shigemi 玉 omiyama (drums); and 
Don Nguyen (bass/keyboards). And 
while they have each been involved 
with music as individuals or as 
members of other groups for a long 
time, their work as Noh Buddies did 
not actually jell until this past year. 

VIRIUOSO 

The group 一 then Still 
unnamed 一 first performed on May 
18,， on a South Bay junior college 
campus, recalled Henry, whose own 
carileer began at the ripe age of 15 
when he played guitar in different 
Imusic clubs. 

Sasaki，perhaps best-known for 
his virtuoso electric guitar rifts with 
IOck Singer Lydia Pence and the 
Cold Blood band, had been playing 
with 玉 ikuchi-Yngojo,，a well-known 
local musician afid composer. 

Those two had worked together 
on music for Philip 玉 an Gotanda?s 
play Dreama of KiiarzUra and for 3 
community benefit,， ITeriyaki Tunes 
in 1982.“We began writing together 
and sharing that way,” said Sasaki. 
“Robert s talented and a supportive 
person . .， with good energy.?” 


And it was Robert who helped 
bring in Nguyen, an ethnic Chinese 
musician from Vietnam who had 
once been involved with film and 
photography. Hayashi remembered 
him from 12 years _ before when

“As a group, we got together just 
two to three weeks before [May 18]. 
We had no drummer and decided 
that we better get a drummer,” 
Henry said. At thatpoint, the group 
found 玫 omiyama, aformerJapanese 
food chef who now beats out his 
rhythms on aset of skins given to him 
bytheformer drummerofthe Doobie 
Brothers band. 

The time was ripe for the men to 
come together and make music as a 
newunit. Hayashi,though, admitted， 
thatthepastindividualreputations of 
the five could come'， in quite 
handily in helping to build an 
audience for Noh Buddies. 

“There ， are several hundred 
people who will wantto come [tothe 
concert] to check out what Michael， 
Robert and Bob are up to just 
because people know them. With 
Shigemi, he's a veteran of Japanese 
bands,， Hayashi said. “People have 
their own following who are Asians 
and into music.” 

But，he quickly added，Noh 
Buddies aims to attract not just 
Asian Americans，but members of 
the mainstream audience，through 
especially their use of traditional 
mhythm-making _ instruments” and 
patterns. Henry, for instance, with a 
background in rhythm andblues, has 
knowledge of Latin and African 
beats，and studied kulintang，an 
eight-piece gong set from the 
Philippines，with Kikuchi-Yngojo. 

BASIC BEAT 这 

And，as Sasaki pointed out 
玫 omiyama is familiar with the 
traditional Japanese taiko 
drumming. “He provides the basic 
beat to our music.” 

They admitted that they are 
banking on the growing interest of 
non-Asians in listening to_ ethnic- 
oriented music, citing the Success of 
David Bowie's“China Girl,”LA?s 
Hiroshima band，and several other

“[The rhythms] form the basis 
and we put the song together around 
the beat, with modern contemporary 
chording,” he explained excitedly. 

Henry added that they play 
many of the traditional rhythmic 
patterns with moder instruments. 
Noh Buddies ”music is a fusion of 
many forms, he said.“One tune we 
do is called "Ondo.: The basic sound 
comes from Japanese rhythms, and 
we lay on top of that a Motown 
sound. .. . The Japanese lyrics go 
through  a traditional farmers” 
harvest [time] when they go “crazy” 
for a week.”

He said that was an 
amountnearlyequalto Hong 开 ong s 
exports over the same period of time 
to its other nine major markets.

With Hong Kong still viable, 80 
firms in the United Kingdom will 
send Tepresentaives here in early 
September to expand their market 
share.These firms feel Hong 玫 ong 
can absorb more British goods in the 
same Imanner as American and 
Canadian banks have branches and 
representatives here to ”absorb 
deposits of Chinese residents. 
Meost people have become very 
wealthy in a short time, first through 
the stock market and later through 
land development.

School Opens in SF 


By ROBERT TOKUNAGA 

SAN FRANCISCO 一 One of 
the nation s few grammar Schools 
_named after a person of Chinese 
descent，the Yick Wo Alternative 
School, opened its doors this month 
even though the official 
groundbreaking ceremonies will not 
take place until November. 

The Board of Education decided 
to delay the groundbreaking 
ceremonies “in order to give the 
School a chance，to get settled 
down,” explained “Board of 
Education member Ben Tom. 

EOREIGN LANGUAGE 

工 he school，which is located on 
the corner of Lombard and Jones， 
will emphasize Science，math and 
foreign languages. Tom mentioned 
that there has not been a definite 
decision on what languages will be 
taught，but he hopes they will be 
languages not traditionally taught in 
Public schools, especially Chinese， 
Russian or Japanese. 

“For the first year，we want to 
keep the curriculum somewhat loose 


and open to change to insure 
fexibility,”Tom said. 
The alternative school was 


named afteralaundry involvedinthe 
landmark 1886 Supreme Court case， 
zck 玉 o 几 BopKins. This was one 
of the first Supreme Court cases 


which overturned a law that 
discriminated against non- 
Europeans in America. 

Back in the 1880s， San 


Erancisco's Board of Supervisors 
passed an ordinance making 让 
unlawful to operate a laundry 
without the consent of the board， 
unless the laundry was located in a 
brick or stone building. 

The Chinese immigrant who had 
operated the laundry for 22 years， 
had certificates from the health and 
fire authorities，but was refused 
permission to continue his laundry 


because it was located in a wooden 


building. 
FINED 
However，he did_ continue his 
business and was fined $10 for 


violating the ordinance 。 and 
Subsequently jailed for not paying 
the fine， IThe immigrant's San 


Erancisco attorney admitted during 
the case that there were about 320 
laundries in the city and about 240 
were Owned by subjects of China， 
and of the whole number (320)， 
about 310 were constructed of 
Wood.” 

The defendant and about 150 
other Chinese immigrants Were 
arrested for violating the ordinance. 
At the same time， however， 
approximately .80 “non-Chinese 
laundry owners were 11of fined even 
though their laundries were 


constructed of wood. 

The Supreme Court 
unanimously overtured the San 
Francisco ordinance because 让 
denied equal justice to _ people of 
Chinese ancestry.， While it was 
nondiscriminatory in language，tit 
was enforced in a biased way. 

The Court proclaimed that“no 
reason forthe violation is shown, and 
the conclusion cannot be resisted 
that no reason for it exists except 
hostility to Yick Wo's race and 
nationality.” 

Ling-chi Wang，an associate 
Professor of Ethnic Studies at UC 
Berkeley，feels the naming of the 
alternative School after the Supreme 
Court case is“the most appropriate 
name to choose” because of the 
importance of the 了 ceF Jo case to 
the history of Chinese in America. 

Although the alternative school 
is open to all students, it is expected 
to attract most of its students from 
the Chinese American community 
due to its location So close to the 
Chinatown area. 而 


Hostilities Build Between 
Vietnamese, White Fisherman
